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GHI Tax Assessment 
Being Recalculated 

On June 22, the Maryland Tax 
Court issued an order in the ap¬ 
peal filed by Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
of a county tax reassessment 
which has increased the valua¬ 
tion of GHT property from $6.40 
million to $7.98 million. 

The order provided that certain 
vacant GHT acreage should be as¬ 
sessed at the rate per acre for 
undeveloped land and that certain 
other parcels should be reassessed 
at the higher rate established for 
developed land. The case was 
then remanded to the Supervisor 
of Assessments of Prince George’s 
County for the purpose of making 
the measurements, calculations, 
and assessments necessary to 
carry out the order. 

The Supervisor of Assessments 
has not yet informed GHI how the 
new calculations will affect the 
overall assessed valuation of GHI 
property. 

City Granted Transfer 
for Police Transmitter 

After a long period of nego¬ 
tiation with the Washingon Sub¬ 
urban Sanitary Commission and 
Federal Communications Commis¬ 
sion, the city has been granted per¬ 
mission to set up transmitting 
equipment for the city’s police rad- 
dio on WSSC property beside the 
water tower at the top of Lastner 
Lane. In order to make the trans¬ 
fer from the present location at 
the police station, the Public Works 
Dept, lias constructed a small con¬ 
crete block building to house the 
equipment. 

The Police Dept, requested the 
change of location in order to im¬ 
prove reception for the car radios. 
Certain sections of the city — 
most notably in the area of Klein’s 
department store — were hard to 
reach clearly. The new location, 
at the highest point in the city, 
should provide good reception 
throughout the entire area.

Receipts Up for GHI 

Greenbelt Homes, Inc. had an 
improved first-quarter experience 
for 1970 compared with that of a 
year ago, according to the financial 
report prepared by GHI comptrol¬ 
ler Don McGinn, Receipts were up 
some $36,400 while disbursements 
only increased $29,800. Most of the 
increase in receipts was due to 
5-6 percent increase in monthly 
charges at the beginning of 1970, 
but over $6,000 was due to an in¬ 
crease in the yield from sales de¬ 
partment fees. The membership fee 
also had increased from $150 to 
$210 at the beginning of the year. 

On the expenditure side, the item 
that showed the most increase for 
the quarter ending March 31, 1970 
over the comparable quarter of the 
year before was Heating costs. The 
$18,000 increase in this item was 
mainly due to the costs of conver¬ 
ting the frame home heating plants 
from No. 6 oil to No. 2 oil. Another 
major . increase was found in the 
estimated amount of real estate 
taxes due in the first quarter of 
1970 compared with that of a 
year ago (about $92,400 as against 
$80,200). This latter increase had 
been anticipated and was budget¬ 
ed for. 

Total receipts in the first quar¬ 
ter of 1970 amounted to $397,200 
and disbursements to $421,500, 
leaving a deficit of $24,300. GHI 
operations always show a first- 
quarter deficit because of the sea¬ 
sonal effect of heavy fuel oil bills.) 
The deficit in 1969 at this time was 
$30,900.

Dr. G. Allen Sager, Parkdale 
principal, expressed fear that 
Greenbelters would now sit back 
and glory in their victory of hav¬ 
ing delayed construction v/ithout 
making any efforts to get a new 
high school for the area. 

White Statement 

Greenbelt Mayor Francis W. 
White, in a statement issued to the 
press, said that the responsibility 
for the delay in a new senior high 
school lies with the “former Board 
of Education and its staff — not 
with the County Commissioners 
who deleted the funds or the 
Greenbelt City Council who urged 
the withholding of funds.” 

The fact is, he said, that con¬ 
struction funds are not needed be¬ 
cause the school is not ready to be 
built — that because of poor site 
selection serious development prob¬ 
lems exist which have not been 
resolved. Concern over these de¬ 
velopment problems led the city to 
urge a new site ever since 1965. 

These problems were (1) inade¬ 
quate access to the property; (2) 
location in a drainage area not 
served by sewers; and (3) obstruc¬ 
tion by the site of a planned and 
very necessary future perimeter 
road. The third problem, White 
said, was resolved only after con¬ 
siderable time and expense was 
spent by the school board to pur¬ 
chase additional property in order 
to provide a right-of-way for the 
planned road, and by the city’s 
agreement to donate five acres 
of land. 

As for the first two problems, 
White continued, the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan¬ 
ning Commission has refused to ap¬ 
prove the subdivision plan until 
the building of adequate access 
roads is assured. The Washington 
Suburban Sanitary Commission 
also has denied a request for sew¬ 
er service and has recommended, 
instead, an expensive temporary 
treatment plant, which the State 
Health Department may not ap¬ 
prove. 

White declared that the citizens 
of Greenbelt are most anxious to 
see a new school built as soon as 
possible. He noted that the city 
had recommended a site (parcel 
15 near the Greenbelt Lake) which 
is larger than either Parkdale or 
High Point. This site is served by 
sewers and has frontage on Green¬ 
belt Road with roads built to the 
property line. 

“If the school board had taken 
the citys’ advice in 1965, I feel,” 
White said, “that the school could 
have been under construction by 
now, if not completed, and that the 
total cost to the taxpayers would 
have been less than what will now 
be the ultimate cost of the project.” 

White expressed a hope that 
the era of unresponsiveness has 
ended now that the Board of Edu¬ 
cation has reorganized with a new 
president — Mrs. Ruth Wolf — 
and a new school superintendent — 
Dr. Carl W. Hassell. 

Former Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. William S. Schmidt 
was quoted in the press as stating 
that the architect’s plans for the 
new high school were about 80 
percent completed and that the 
architect has now been instructed 
to withhold any further develop¬ 
ment of the plans.

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Overcrowded Schools 

To the Editor: 

The citizens who are congratu¬ 
lating themselves about obtaining 
a delay in the construction of a 
senior high school in Greenbelt 
must not have any youngsters 
nearing high school age. For their 
action means that youngsters from 
that community and several others 
— including Beltsville, Berwyn 
Heights, College Park, Glenn Dale, 
I^anham, New Carrollton, and Ri- 
verdale — will be subjected to in¬ 
creased overcrowding with all of its 
attendant evils. 

Parkdale, only two years old, is 
a 1 ready overcrowded. A new addi¬ 
tion to be completed this fall will 
increase the rated capacity to 2400 
students, but 2600 are expected this 
September! High Point and DuVal. 
the other two schools most affec¬ 
ted, will also be overcrowded in a 
year or two, long before a new 
school can be completed. 

Our high schools today already 
suffer from the problem of bigness. 
Human relationships lack the 
warmth of a smaller school because 
students and teachers never get to 
know each other very well and 
even fewer get to know their ad¬ 
ministrators well enough to find out 
that they too are human beings. 

Add in overcrowding — with its 
congestion, frustrations, increased 
thievery and vandalism, and deter¬ 
ioration of discipline and morale — 
and you have trouble. And what is 
worse, we are depriving young 
people of the quality of education 
that they deserve. What do the 
schools exist for anyway? To go 
through the motions? Or to pro¬ 
vide youngsters with the kind of 
education with which they can 
make a genuine contribution to 
a better world ? 

As many citizens and parents be¬ 
gin to realize the implications of 
the Greenbelt school delay, it will 
be vitally important that they make 
their voices heard. For, once a 
construction project like this is 
halted, even temporarily, it is very 
difficult to get it started again. 
Nevertheless, something must be 
done. Agreement must be reached 
and construction must begin as 
soon as possible if we are to avoid 
an educational catastrophe for our 
area high school youth.

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Greenspace Needed 

To the Editor: 

The lake park is overcrowded 
on weekends. There’s no place to 
go except out. Because it is nearly 
too late to provide another city 
park for local residents, I urge 
the Advisory Planning Board, and 
the City Council to stop musing 
over the latest shopping list and 
get busy now to purchase land for 
a wide belt of openspace and a 
large recreation and picnic area in 
a place where it can serve the cen¬ 
tral city; that is, in Parcels 1 and 
2 . 

Parkland in this location will 
function in two less obvious ways 
as well. One is to reduce the am¬ 
ount of land available to be de¬ 
veloped. thereby lessening the pro¬ 
jected density of the area. The 
other is to make the City an ad¬ 
jacent landowner, so that in the 
event the developer chooses to 
follow the optional cluster plan 
for subdivision, the City of Green¬ 
belt may request and testify at a 
hearing on the subject. (According 
to section 27.9 of the zoning or¬ 
dinance adopted by the District 
Council on May 19. only adjacent 
landowners may request a hearing 
and testify on whether or not the 
proposed cluster development would 
adversely affect their properties, 
with regard to location of residen¬ 
tial lots, open space, and traffic 
access and egress points.) 

The Furey property, which the 
City listed in its April HUD ap¬ 
plication, is not for sale. Green¬ 
belt cannot acquire it by right of 
eminent domain, since it is outside 
municipal boundaries. I am ash¬ 
amed that my city is so greedy 
that it must pressure a friendly 
family to sell the holdings that 
have been theirs for over sixty 
years. I also question the propri¬ 
ety of applying for open-spacd 
funds for this land and for any 
other land which lies along the 
route of a projected road, when 
such funds are specifically not! 
meant for roadways. 

About that road: the mid-section 
of the proposed perimeter road 
which (on the map) runs between 
Kenilworth Avenue and Parcel 1, 
should be deleted, leaving access 
roads for northern Springhill Dake 
to Kenilworth, and for Parcels 1 
and 2 and Smith-Ewing North to 
Greenbelt Road. The one simple 
requirement will be the paving of 
that short stretch of Ridge Road 
which leads to the Lakeside North 
Apartments and down to the Cres¬ 
cent Road-Kenilworth intersection. 

Let’s think again. We need 
greenspace where it counts. Now.

City Notes 

On August 4 the Public Works 
crew finished grading over the new 
storm drain which had been pre¬ 
viously laid from the silt trap 
to the bay of the lake. The filled 
area will increase substantially the 
playing field at the foot of Olive- 
wood, extending it toward the 
woods. Grading was also done 
above the silt trap, closest to Lake- 
crest Dr, The whole area will be 
seeded later with grass. 

The line painting crew painted 
stop lines at the new stop signs 
on Lastner Lane, as well as fire 
hydrants in Springhill Lake. 

The Parks crew pruned trees 
along streets in the GHI areas of 
the city and cleared trees from the 
drainage ditch between the tennis 
courts and the houses on Lake¬ 
side. By improving the stream the 
city hopes to eliminate persistent 
flooding of Braden Field and the 
residential back yards. 

Beginning during the last week 
in July, the city now is operating 
all municipal vehicles with fuel 
pumped from gas tanks at the 
Municipal Service Building. By 
purchasing fuel through the County 
the city expects to save 30% over 
its former costs when fuel was pur¬ 
chased at a local filling station. 

Lakecrest Drive and Prince 
James Way received final surfac¬ 
ing on August 3. Work was sched¬ 
uled to begin August 5 on con¬ 
struction of Gentry Drive.

Landscaping for Southway 

Parks director Hans Jorgensen 
is currently working on plans for 
landscaping the Southway entrance 
to the city, which will be completed 
sometime this fall. Some kind of 
flowering trees and ground cover 
other than grass will be used on 
the new islands which divide the 
street, giving the entrance a park¬ 
like aspect. 

The island between Crescent and 
Ridge Roads will act as a transi¬ 
tional barrier, narrowing down 
from the 5-Iane width at Ridge Rd.

Reduced traffic 
beyond Ridge, with infrequent 
turns into Ridge from the north, 
obviate the need for a similar turn 
lane north of Ridge.
